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FIRST A M E N D M E N T 


It could be that many of us have nut read or conaidereu 
since our school days one of the most important writ ings in 
the history of our nation, or for that matter, in the history 
of religion. It especially bears strongly on the very exist­ 
ence of churches and religion in the United States. It has set 
us apart from most others where the state, or nation, sup­ 
ports or subsidizes a particular religion or whatever religions 
it may see fit. In many places only one religion is favored 
and no other is even tolerated. But m our country religion 
is a private thing, voluntarily organized, run and linancec 
bv individuals without interference by government. Lnclei 
this svstem. it is felt that if the government steers com 
pletely clear of religion, granting no aid or favors, the var­ 
ious churches will be free and in no way beholden to it. All 
denominations will thereby be on an equal footing and able 
to worship and exist as their tenents require. Thus the sys­ 
tem is anchored on the doctrine ot maintaining a strict 
separation of church and state. In turn, this is secured by 
the First Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
S tates* 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridg­ 
ing the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble, ami to petition the gov­ 
ernment for a redress of grievances.”

When 
the Board postponed action, the union’s Local 9 began picket­ 
ing his shop. Gorniek went to court on May 31 seeking an 
injunction to stop the picketing and the union’s efforts to 
set his barbering prices and hours of work in his shop.

Gonick contends the contract which the union is trying 
to force upon him creates a monopoly, controls prices, limits 
production and destroys competition, “all contrary to the 
l*ws and public policies of Pennsylvania and the United 
States.”

TRACTOR GAP 


The Soviet economic challenge to America is a real one, 
but those who read Pravda are likely to be more cheerful 
about our chances of meeting it than those who read onh 
our own alarmists. 
Pravda complained recently, for exafenple that the red 
tape in the Soviet tractor industry is so formidable that it 
has been 16 years since a new tractor model has been 
produced. 
In the same period, the three m ajor American tractor 
makers have marketed 75 new models. An American 1962 
model tractor is about as superior to a 1946 model as a 
1962 car is superior to a 1946 car, but cars have the same 
purpose and tractors have changed even more because new 
uses and flexibility have been added. 
The average horsepower per tractor, has increased 65 
per cent in this interval, for instance. This means th a t the 
farm er can operate more kinds of machines, bigger ma­ 
chines, and faster ones. Plows used to turn three or four 
furrows th e n ; they plow up to eight now. 
New gear boxes provide a variety of take-off speeds for 
doing all kinds of work with stationary farm machines- The 
ride has been made more comfortable, which reduces fa 
tigue and enables older farm ers to continue to work longer 
The reason for all this change is two-fold. American trac 
tor makers don’t have to deal with politicians when Ihej 
want to improve their product, or keep assembly lines run 
ning instead of shutting thorn down for changeover to meet 
government-set quotas. And competition forces tractor mak 
ers, and all other manufacturers, to improve the product oi 
penalty of losing customers to a competitor who does.

“WELL RECEIVED” 
With their bright red patrol boats 
high and dry for the winter, en­ 
forcem ent officers of the Missouri 
gaged in a program designed to 
promote boating safety. 
Executive Secretary J. T. John­ 
son says the commission activities 
have been well received’’ since of­ 
ficers first took to the w ater lat 
this past sum m er. 
“ I’m tickled pink’$” he exclaim ­ 
ed. “ We got excellent help and co­ 
operation from sheriffs and others 
charged With law enforcement. We 
have been able to perform a real 
service. 
The law creting a Missouri Boat 
Commission and prescribing safety 
regulations for boats operated on 
the w aters of the state was enact­ 
ed three years ago but no money 
was appropriated for it until this 
year. With appropriation in hand, 
the commission appointed its exe­ 
cutive secretary who in turn set 
up a staff which includes eight en­ 
forcem ent officers, acquired pat­ 
rol boats and other equipment, and I 
fielded this force for the first tim e 
last August. 
Now that the boating season is 
finished, the com m ission’s patrol 
boats are “ w interized” and the 
enforcem ent officers are traveling 
about 
their, 
districts 
making 
speeches and giving dem onstration 
on boating safety and are continu­ 
ing their contacts with various law 
enforcem ent officers. 
A project underway this winter, 
too is a survey of the Gasconade 
River to determ ine 
its 
use 
by 
boats during the cold months. 
The Boat Commission further has 
been accorded free space at three 
m ajor boat shows early next year. ! 
They are in Kansas City Jan. 26 
through Feb. 4; St. Louis, Feb. 16 
through Feb. 26; and Springfield, I 
M arch 6 through 11, according to 
Secretary Johnson.

No Farm Cheers for Snow. 
In part of the country the lack of 
moisture often is the limiting factor 
in farm production.

of m ind - or heart * but usually j 
the “ intention” is carried out. 
As is well known, certain church­ 
es follow the custom of publishing 
m arriag e banns for several weeks j 
prior to the religious cerem ony that 
m akes a man and a woman hus­ 
band and wife. This is another j 
method of giving notice of the in -! 
tentions of the couple planning to j 
be m arried. 
The word “ bann” is like other 
English words that have different 
! or even contradictory m eanings. It 
is som etim es 
spelled 
“ ban” . 
In 
! common usage a “ban” is usually 
an authoritative prohibition such 
as excommunication. But in the 
plural “ banns” it m eans specifi­ 
cally an announcem ent of intention 
to m arry. 
Both the publication of m arriage 
license applications and the pub­ 


lication 
of 
m arriage 
banns 
in 
church are exam ples of the deep­ 
ly rooted custom , both social and 
legal, of giving notice. State laws 
cover thousands of situations in 
which notice bv publication m ust 
be giyen (m andatory) or may be 
given (perm issive'. 
The standard medium for pub­ 
lic notice is the bona fide news­ 
paper of paid general circulation. 
It is a wise provision of the law 
which stipulates their use for this 
public service. This is not onlv in 
keeping with the necessity for put­ 
ting others on notice, but to give 
m axim um cqverage for the notice.

By G. R. H O D EN FIELD 
A P Education W riter 
CHICAGO (A P ) — There is so 
much to learn, and so little time 
in which to learn it, that Am eri­ 
can education must be retooled 
from top to bottom, some of the 
nation’s top ed&cators said today. 
Oliver J. Caldwell of the U.S. 
Office of Education suggested, for 
instance, that the traditional 12 
years 
of 
free 
public 
education 
should be extended to 14 years. 
For some students, he said, the 
last two years would consist of 
semiprofessional or vocational ed­ 
ucation. For others it would lye 
the start of advanced academic 
training. 
Caldwell, in a prepared address 
to the 17th National Conference 
on 
Higher 
Education, 
also pro­ 
posed a new and more rigorous 
college program. 
Four-year liberal arts colleges

education thus would be based on 
18 years of formal education in­ 
stead of the present 16, Caldwell 
said. 
Caldwell said the present 12- 
year program of elementary and 
secondary education is not strong 
enough for an era in which the 
body of man’s knowledge doubles 
every 15 years.

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FIRST AMENDMENT 


It could be that many of us have not read or considered 
since our school days one ot the most important wiitiiigs in 
the history of our nation, or for that matter, in the history 
of religion. It especially bears strongly on the very exist- 
* ence of churches and religion in the United States. It, has set 
us apart from most others where the state, or nation, sup­ 
ports or subsidizes a particular religion or whatever religions 
it may see fit. In many places only one religion is favored 
and no other is even tolerated. But in our country religion 
is a private thing, voluntarily organized, run and tinanced 
by individuals without interference by government. I nder 
this system, it is felt that if the government steers com 
pletely clear of religion, granting no aid or favors, the var­ 
ious churches will be free and in no way beholden to it. All 
denominations will thereby be on an equal footing and able 
to worship and exist as their tenents require. Thus the sys­ 
tem is anchored on the doctrine of maintaining a strict 
separation of church and state. In turn, this is secured by 
the First Amendment to the Constitution of the Inited 
States: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridg­ 
ing the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the gov­ 
ernment for a redress of grievances.”

TRACTOR GAP 


The Soviet economic challenge to America is a real one, 
but those who read Pravda are likely to be more cheerful 
about our chances of meeting it than those who read only 
our own alarmists. 
Pravda complained recently, for exahiple that the red 
tape in the Soviet tractor industry is so formidable that it 
has been 16 years since a new tractor model has been 
produced. 
In the same period, the three major American tractor 
makers have marketed 75 new models. An American 1962 
model tractor is about as superior to a 1946 model as a 
1962 car is superior to a 1946 car, but cars have the same 
purpose and tractors have changed even more because new 
uses and flexibility have been added. 
The average horsepower per tractor, has increased 65 
per cent in this interval, for instance. This means that the 
farmer can operate more kinds of machines, bigger ma­ 
chines, and faster ones. Plows used to turn three or four 
furrows then; they plow up to eight now. 
New gear boxes provide a variety of take-off speeds for 
doing all kinds of work with stationary farm machines- The 
ride has been made more comfortable, which reduces fa 
tigue and enables older farmers to continue to work longer 
The reason for all this change is two-fold. American trai­ 
tor makers don’t have to deal with politicians when 1he\ 
want to improve their product, or keep assembly lines run 
ning instead of shutting them down for changeover to meet 
government-set quotas. And competition forces tractor mak 
ers, and all other manufacturers, to improve the product ot 
penalty of losing customers to a competitor who does.

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FIRST AMENDMENT 


It could be that many of us have not read or considerer! 
since our school days one of the most important writings in 
the history of our nation, or for that matter, in the history 
of religion. It especially bears Strongly on the very e*ist- 
‘ ence of churches and religion in the United States. It has set 
us apart from most others where the state, or nation, sup­ 
ports or subsidizes a particular religion or whatever religions 
it may see fit. In many places only one religion is favored 
and no other is even tolerated. But in our country religion 
is a private thing, voluntarily organized, run and financed 
bv individuals without interference by government. Under 
this system, it is felt that if the government steers com 
pletely clear of religion, granting no aid or favors, the var­ 
ious churches will be free and in no way beholden to it. All 
denominations will thereby be on an equal footing and able 
to worship and exist as their tenents require. Thus the sys­ 
tem is anchored on the doctrine of maintaining a strict 
separation of church and state. In turn, this is secured by 
the First Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States: 
‘‘Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridg­ 
ing the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the gov­ 
ernment for a redress of grievances.”

TRACTOR GAP 


The Soviet economic challenge to America is a real one, 
but those who read Pravda are likely to be more cheerful 
about our chances of meeting it than those who read only 
our own alarmists. 
Pravda complained recently, for exatoiple that the red 
tape in the Soviet tractor industry is so formidable that it 
has been 16 years since a new tractor model has been 
produced. 
In the same period, the three major American tractor 
makers have marketed 75 new models. An American 1962 
model tractor is about as superior to a 1946 model as a 
1962 car is superior to a 1946 car, but cars have the same 
purpose and tractors have changed even more because new 
uses and flexibility have been added. 
The average horsepower per tractor, has increased 65 
per cent in this interval, for instance. This means that the 
fanner can operate more kinds of machines, bigger ma­ 
chines, and faster ones. Plow’s used to turn three or four 
furrows then; they plow up to eight now. 
New gear boxes provide a variety of take-off speeds for 
doing all kinds of work with stationary farm machines The 
ride has been made more comfortable, which reduces fa 
tigue and enables older farmers to continue to work longer 
The reason for all this change is two-fold, American trae 
tor makers don’t have to deal with politicians when the\ 
want to improve their product, or keep assembly lines run 
ning instead of shutting them down for changeover to meet 
government-set quotas. And competition forces tractor rn ak 
ers, and all other manufacturers, to improve the product or 
penalty of losing customers to a competitor w ho does.

“WELL RECEIVED’* 
With their bright red patrol boats 
high and dry for the winter, en­ 
forcement officers of the Missouri 
gaged in a program designed to 
promote boating safety. 
Executive Secretary J. T. John­ 
son says the commission activities 
have been well received" since of­ 
ficers first took to the water lat 
this past summer. 
"I’m tickled pink’$’’ he exclaim ­ 
ed. “We got excellent help and co­ 
operation from sheriffs and others 
charged With law enforcement. We 
have been able to perform a real J 
service. 
The law cretins a Missouri Boat 
Commission and prescribing safety 
regulations for boats operated o n : 
the waters of the state w as enact- j 
ed three years ago but no money 
was appropriated for it until this 
year. With appropriation in hand, 
the commission appointed Its exe­ 
cutive secretary who in turn set 
up a staff which includes eight en­ 
forcement officers, acquired pat­ 
rol boats and other equipment, and 
fielded this force for the first time 
last August. 
Now that the boating season is 
finished, the commission’s patrol 
boats are “ winterized’* and the 
enforcement officers are traveling 
about 
their, 
districts 
making 
speeches and giving demonstration 
on boating safety and are continu­ 
ing their contacts with various law 
enforcement officers. 
A project underway this winter, 
too is a survey of the Gasconade 
River to determine .its 
use 
by 
boats during the cold months. 
The Boat Commission further has 
been accorded free space at three 
major boat shows early next year. 
They are in Kansas City Jan. 26 
through Feb. I; St. Louis, Feb. 16 
through Feb. 26; and Springfield, J 
March 6 through ll, according to 
Secretary Johnson. The commis­ 
sion will have a display of safety 
devices for boats. 
In the nine weeks officers operat­ 
ed on state waters this year, some I 
3,500 applications for boat licenses 
j 
were 
received. 
These 
licenses, 


good for three years and required 
for all boats mounting more than 
IO hp. engines, now number ap­ 
proximately 45,000. They cost $5 
apiece ans so sales thus far have 
brought more than $200,000. 
Most boats in harbor on various 
Missouri lakes and rivers now are 
registered in compliance with the 
Missouri Boat Law, Johnson be­ 
lieves. However, he says there are

“I’m sure, too,” Johnson says, 
“That the mere presence of our 
boats on the waters of the state 
made a contribution to boating 
safety.” 
Johnson also announces that his 
officers have been deputized and 
can make arrests. The boat law 
fails to accord them this authority. 
He says, too, that officers will 
be armed after January 23 when 
they will attend a State Highway 
Patrol school at Rolla on the hand­ 
ling and use of firearms. Johnson 
expets the officers to break out 
their boats and be on the waters 
again by late March.

When we finally tally the score 
in all-ini|)ortant Africa, we shall 
find that through the fumbling of 
the world organization, abetted by 
the insouciance of connivance of 
our “ leaders” , the West has hand- 
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cd another major slice of the free 
world over to Communism, gratis, 
j I have referred in the past to 
[ Secretary General Haminarskrjold’g 
►*rhaps-unwitting, though controll­ 
ing part in betraying the one U. N. 
member, the United States, with 
neither imperialistic designs nor 
« sense enough to stop pouring its 
dollars down rathole* oversease in 
the vain hope of purchasing affec- 
‘ hon and respect that are simply
